Couldn’t Raise Fund At Once 
The statem ent also contended th at 
110 state tax which would raise suf­ 
ficient money for relief could be 
collected immediately.

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DOUBTFUL METHOD OF RELIEF 


THE government proposal to ship $280 bales of surplus cot- 
1 
ton to Pennsylvania; irse relief workers to make it up into 


mattresses and then distribute "the product to those who are 
living on public-charity.sounds alluring. 
The grave flaw m it 


is that it is likely to throw some regular mattress makers out of 
employment and affect adversely a Pennsylvania industry. 


In this specific, instance the plan might be comparatively 


unimportant, except that, it establishes a precedent, but if car- 
ried out on a larger scale it would be a dangerous invasion of 
private industry. 
If mattresses, why not shoes, blankets, cloth- 


ing and other lines of manufacturing. 
Secretary Foss of the 


State Chamber of Commerce protests against the plan on the 
ground that it is the entering wedge to a broader invasion of 
the field of private industry by a dictatorial bureaucracy. Chair- 
man Taylor of the Republican State Committee makes the sen- 
sible suggestion that if the mattresses are needed in relief work 
they should be made in Pennsylvania factories. 
"Thus men 


and women would find work, not at relief wages, but at regular 
wages, business would be improved and the government^vould 
get the benefit of increased processing and income taxes." 


It is illogical to imperil the jobs of those who are now at 


work in order to make places for some who are unemployed. 
A mere substitution of workers will not solve the unemployment 
problem, nor will government competition with business pro- 
mote recovery. 


THE NEW ORLEANS "WAR" 


The situation in New Orleans, where the taxpayers of the state 


are defraying the costs of a fight between two political factions, Is of in- 
terest to the rest of the country chiefly because it Illustrates a condi- 
tion that might occur in any state. 


With a big portion of the national guardsmen mobilized, and large 


numbers of private citizens enrolled by the New Orleans mayor as spe- 
cial police In preparation for an attack from Huey Long's militiamen, 
the cost must be a not insignificant item. 


As to the merits ol the controversy between Senator Long and 


Mayor Walmsley, we are not prepared to take a. definite stand. Anyone 
generally familiar, though, with the practice of Long in politics, we think, 
would be inclined to cast his sympathies on the other side, in the ab- 
sence o£ definite and accurate knowledge o£ conditions. 


What makes the Louisiana situation all the more deplorable is 


the fact that the governor of the state is governor only in name, the real 
boss being Long who gives all of the orders. It was Long who caused 
the militia to be called out and whose acts and threats resulted in the 
New Orleans mayor talcing steps to protect the city government against 
threatened assault. 


II Louisiana voters be content to remain mere spectators. The sit- 


uation represents more, though, than a local quarrel between opposing 
politicians. It shows, for one thing, the disgrace that a demagogue, once 
elevated to power, can bring upon a state. The courts have been defied 
and the national guardsmen put to improper use. 


THE ARMS EMBARGO 


Twenty-six nations have agreed to prohibit the export of arms 


«nd munitions to Bolivia and Paraguay -in an effort to bring the Chaco 
war to iin end. Ten nations have not yet replied to the telegram sent 
them by ttae League of Nations council committee asking acceptance 
of the embargo proposal. The fact that previously they had Indicated 
their support of the movement is taken as assurance that favorable re- 
plies will be received. 


Should they formally join the movement, the first world-wide arms 


embargo would be brought Into being. 


The arms embargo proposal was launched several months ago after 


all other attempts to end the war in the Chaco had failed. 


The United States already has placed an embargo in effect, but 


with the markets of other countries open to the belligerents the Amer- 
ican step has not served to decrease the fighting. Many on both sides 
have been killed since a world-wide embargo was proposed. Severe fight- 
lug continues. 


The nations that already have subscribed to the agreement showed 


no haste to enter it. Should the remaining nations give their approval, 
the world will watch with interest the effects of the embargo. 


Proponents of the idea had a worthy motive. But that the plan 


•will prove successful remains a matter of some doubt. 


As a quickly-acting remedy, the embargo method of ending war 


has proved a failure. But even If it can now stop the conflict, it may be 
deserving of some credit even though the questions out of which the 
•war grew will not be ended and may not be for a long while.

When she wed Henry Blackwell 


of Cincinnati, they had to send to 
another city to find a minister who 
would omit the word 'obey' from 
the ceremony. Regarding merging;

she refused to be called Mrs. Black- 
well. She allowed her property to 
be sold by a sheriff rather than 
submit to "taxation without repre- 
sentation."

THE NEW ORLEANS 
"WAR" 


The situation in New Orleans, where the taxpayers of the state 


are defraying the costs of a fight between two political factions, is of in- 
terest to the rest of the country chiefly because it Illustrates a condi- 
tion that might occur in any state. 


With a big portion of the national guardsmen mobilized, and large 


numbers of private citizens enrolled by the New Orleans mayor as spe- 
cial police in preparation for an attack from Huey Long's militiamen, 
the cost must be a not Insignificant item. 


As to the merits of the controversy between Senator Long and 


Mayor Walmsley, we are not prepared to take a definite stand. Anyone 
generally familiar, though, with the practice of Long in politics, we think, 
would be inclined to cast his sympathies on the other side, in the ab- 
sence of definite and accurate knowledge of conditions. 


What makes the Louisiana situation all the more deplorable is 


the fact that the governor of the state is governor only in name, the real 
boss being Long who gives all of the orders. It was Long who caused 
the militia to be called out and whose acts and threats resulted in the | 
New Orleans mayor taking steps to protect the city government against 
threatened assault. 


If Louisiana voters be content to remain mere spectators. The sit- 


uation represents more, though, than a local quarrel between opposing 
politicians. It shows, for one thing, the disgrace 'that a demagogue, once 
elevated to power, can bring upon a state. The courts have been defied 
and the national guardsmen put to improper use. 


But don't make the mistake of too 


obviously paying off the obligation.

THE ARMS EMBARGO 


Twenty-six nations have agreed to prohibit the export of arms 


•nti munitions to Bolivia and Paraguay -in an effort to bring the Chaco 
war to »n end. Ten nations have not yet replied to the telegram sent 
them by ihe League of Nations council committee asking acceptance 
of the embargo proposal. The fact that previously they had indicated 
their support of the movement is taken as assurance that favorable re- 
plies will b« received. 


Should they formally join the movement, the first world-wide arms 


embargo would be brought into being. 
i 


The arms embargo proposal was launched several months ago after 


•n other attempts to end the war in the Chaco had failed. 


The United States already has placed an embargo in effect, but 


wrth the markets of other countries open to the belligerents the Amer- 
ican step has not served to decrease the fighting. Many on both sides 
have been killed since a world-wide embargo was proposed. Severe fight- 
Ing continues. 


The nations that already have subscribed to the agreement showed 


no haste to enter it. Should the remaining nations give their approval 
the world will watch with interest the effects of the embargo. 


Proponents of the idea had a worthy motive. But that the plan 


will prove successful remains a matter of some doubt. 


As a quickly-acting remedy, the embargo method of ending war 


has proved a failure. But even if it can now stop the conflict it may be 
deserving of some credit even though the questions out of which the 
war grew will not be ended and may not be for a long while.

How I would love to be with 
you all again this year, and meet 
with so many of the old time friends 
and schoolmates, but it is but of the 
question this time. My thoughts -will 
be with you all, there is no need of 
me wishing you a good time'for you 
always have that. 
I Just hope Ralph Campbell will 


be Just as spry as he was last year 
in leading the grand march, follow- 
ed by Wm.

Show your grand children how we 
used to enjoy ourselves when we 
were young and lull of life. 


Then the Reynolds Town reunion 


coming on the day before, which was 
another grand affair that we had the 
pleasure of attending through the 
courtesy of Mrs. Anna Tobin Mc- 
Guirk, it was another event which 
we certainly enjoyed, especially that 
wonderful repast at the Epworth 
church, which as we understood was 
prepared by the young folks of the 
church. They were certainly deserv- 
ing of a lot of credit. This occasion 
recalled to my mind one very in- 
teresting part of my school 
days 


spent in the old Gaston school on 
Sheep Hill. On one occasion there 
was a teacher hired to teach. We 
learned It was a lady teacher and 
of course we were very anxious to 
know what her name was and If she 
was good looking, so when the day 
came for the school to open we 
found our teacher just a husky good 
looking young girl, but she had a 
determined look, and only sixteen 
years of age, but nervy and plenty 
of grit or she would never have 
tackled the proposition she did. Well 
we all learned to like her. She would 
board around among the schoolers 
through the week which was always 
the custom then but she would go 
home Friday. We were always glad 
to have her go home with us for she 


was very congenial and would help 
us with our lessons lor the following 
day. which was a big help. This young 
;irls name was Annie Tobin. She 
ived on Butler avenue and I think 
she is still living on the same street, 
but she goes by the name of Mrs. 
Anna McGuirk. There are still quite 
a few of the Old Timers that went 
to school to her at this time. 
These reunions recall to our minds 


many enjoyable times of long ago. 
3ne thing in particular was the old 
Neshannock ball team, when they 
played on the ground where Craw- 
'ord avenue is now. I would go with 
a cousin of mine by the name of 
Sam -Scott. His folks lived at that 
time on County Line street. We 
•were just a couple of kids, but how 
we did love to see the Neshannocks 
play ball. We would climb up in a 
large elm tree that stood not far 
from the fence and handy a small 
gate that opened out that way, EO 
when a ball was knocked over the 
fence some of the players could 
come through this gate and get it. 
We were always on the lookout for 
a ball coming over as we would drop 
out of the tree and get the ball and 
then we were admitted to the game. 
Sometimes we would not have long 
to wait as it was a common tiling 
to knock the ball over the fence. 
How we did love to -watch Charlie 
Bennett catching behind the bat, 
and doing it without a glove, and 
how he could throw that ball to 
second base, nearly always get his 
man trying to steal second. I am 
sure Robert Whaley can recall these 
times much better than I can, for 
he was one of the bunch and I think 
the only one left so far as I know.

Another thing I can recall most 


vividly was my Father taking me 
with him to see the first McCor- 
nick binder ever 
brought into 


Lawrence County which was dem- 
onstrated In a field of wheat on the 
North Hill, on the east side of High- 
and avenue. If I remember right, 
,here were 75 acres in the field. It 
;ook In the whole territory 
from 


Highland east tb the brow of the 
illl, and from Lincoln Avenue north 
;o about where Moody crosses There 
was a. great crowd there and it was 
certainly a wonderful sight to see 
;hat machine drawn by four hors- 
es cutting the grain and binding it. 
Highland avenue at this time had a 
rail fence on both sides and was 
paved with cinders hauled from the 
old Etna furnace. Washington St., 
was the only one paved and that 
was from Court street to the Shen- 
ango river, and paved with cobble 
stones, and what a noise It was 
when driving over It, especially the 
old omnibus with the trailer be- 
hind for hauling the trunks on. 
What exciting time It was when 


a fire broke out, when they had to 
depend on some drayman to un- 
aitch his team from the wagon and 
nitch on to the engine and start out. 
By this time the 
firemen would 


have the fire and sparks coming out 
of the engine EO by the time they 
got to the fire (if they did manage 
to get there) he would have on a 
full head of steara to run the pumps 
The hose reel was pulled by as 
many as could get hold on the long 
rope which was wound on a reel. 
All they had to do was to throw off 
the brake and unwind about a hun- 
dred feet or more of rope The en- 
gine had to be placed near the creek 
or some, good well in order to get a 
supply of water. 
Never could take 


the engine up any hill it was too 
heavy. 
These were great times. 


How we loved to quench our thirst 
on a hot day at the old pump on 
Croton avenue, along side Bobin- 
sons Bakery. And how we kids did 
enjoy seeing the fireworks put off 
from the top of Shaws hill on the 
night of the Fourth. Another sight 
we kids enjoyed was to go up Nesh- 


Each team had 
ft different color 
stripe so it was no trouble to dis- 
tinguish them. It was a very com- 
mon thing for the score to run to 
thirty or forty or even higher. They 
knew nothing about curves at this 
time, and when a batter came to 
the bat he would call for a high or 
low ball, so the pitcher had to give 
him what he called for or they 
could not call a strike on him. 


And again we recall the old Sheep 
Hill ball team that was a wonderful 
aggregation at one time. Alderman 
J. Lee Cooper was their star pitch- 
er, and the first man we ever saw 
pitch a curve ball, It was Just en 
accident with him at first but it 
was not long until it became prac- 
tical and he could sure curve them 
and how he would fool the batter. 
Then came the Sheep Hill Red 
Stockings, another wonderful team 
composed .mostly of Yohoe. 
Dr. 


Charles Davis was the star pitcher 
for this bunch. He had no curve at 
ail, but speed, he sure had It. A 
batter Just could not get his bat 
around quick enough to hit the ball. 
Chauncy Yoho was the only one that 
had grit enough to catch behind the 
bat when Davis pitched, and he 
never wore a glove. Bert Yoho 
played short stop and he could sure 
pick up the grounders that came 
his way. We all got our first les- 
sons In baseball in the yard back of 
the old Gaston school house, played 
with a yarn ball and a piece of 
board for a bat. 


'And again we recall the good old 
husking bees, when we would husk 
all day and have a big feed and 
dance at night. • There was no de- 
pression then, and no federal relief, 
and how we would enjoy our spell- 
ing bees, and the great literary so- 
ciety we had where we all learned 
our little ipeeches. Of course some 
of them we learned in the old school 
house many years ago. That was 
certainly a great school, over a hun- 
dred scholars ranging In age from 
five years up to twenty-one, all in 
one room and only one teacher 
Some chance for an education 
wasn't It.. Of course this was the 
winter term, we would have a fall 
term first, not near so many at- 
tended then. 
This was the term 


Annie Tobin taught, This school 
at one time had a wonderful reputa- 
tion, and that was for being the 
toughest school in the county, and 
I guess it was deserving of the 
name, for at that time It was a 
hard matter to 
tackle the Job. 
get a teacher to 


annock avenue as far as the 
Wilson mill and look across 


And how I recall the happy days 
catching suckers and sun fish up 
along the Big Bun. How I would 
sit for hours sometimes, and never 
get a bite, and how Joe Johnson 
would come along and sit down alone 
aide of us and catch them right 
along.

was very congenial and would help 
us with our lessons for the following 
day which was a big help. This young 
girls name was Annie Tobin. She 
lived on Butler avenue and I think 
she is still living on the same street, 
but she goes by the name of Mrs.

batter just could not get his bat 
around quick enough to hit the ball. 
Ohauncy Yoho was the only one that 
had grit enough to catch behind the 
bat when Davis pitched, and he 
never wore a glove. 
Bert Yoho 
played short stop and he could sure 
pick up the grounders that came 
his way. We all got our first les­ 
sons in baseball in the yard back of 
the old Gaston school house, played 
with a yam ball and a piece of 
board for a bat. 
And again we recall the good old 
husking bees, when we would husk 
all day and have a big feed and 
dance at night. 'There was no de­ 
pression then, and no federal relief, 
and how we would enjoy our spell­ 
ing bees, and the great literary .so­ 
ciety we had where we all learned 
our little speeches. Of course some 
of them we learned in the old school 
house many years ago. 
'That was 
certainly a great school, over a hun­ 
dred scholars ranging in age from 
five years up to twenty-one, all in 
one room and only one teacher.

Professors Beede And Bar- 


ton Explore Ocean Depth. 


Nearly Half Mile

HAMILTON, Bermuda, Aug. 13.— 


Spurred by. their successful record- 
breaking deep sea exploration of 
Saturday, Dr. William Beebe and 
Otis Barton, who have descended 
to greater ocean depths than ever 
before reached by man, today pre- 
pared for another dive which they 
hope will take them half a mile 
below the ocean's surface. 


Regulating then- many scientific, 


instruments, and carefully checking 
over their unique bathysphere, the 
pair looked for favorable weather to 
permit a new descent early this 
week. 


"A hunch" of Dr. Beebe's, and

HAMILTON, Bermuda, Aug. 13.— 
Spurred by their successful record- 
breaking 
deep sea exploration of 
Saturday, Dr. W illiam Beebe and 
Otis B arton, who have descended 
to greater ocean depths th an ever 
j before reached by m an, today pre- 
i pared for another dive which they* 
hope will take them half a mile 
! below the ocean’s surface. 
Regulating their m any scientific 
I instrum ents, and carefully checking 
over their unique bathysphere, the 
pair looked for favorable w eather to 
perm it a new descent early 
this 
week. 
“A hunch” of Dr. Beebe’s, and 
nothing more, prevented their reach­ 
ing the half-m ile m ark on S atu r­ 
day. They were lowered to a depth 
of 2,510 feet, only 130 feet short of 
the half mile, when Dr. Beebe acted 
on his hunch and asked his aides, 
located far above on a towing barge, 
to pull them up. 
They were in perfect condition, 
and every bit of the odd apparatus 
was 
functioning 
excellently. 
Dr. 
Beebe himself had only the "hunch” 
explanation for his order.

The Hanna people offered 
to agree to the naming of one of 
the opposite faction to the State 
Committee, if no contest were made 
on Hanna as county chairman. This 
because of the necessity 
of

resignation of State Committeeman 
Don McGrew who is manager of the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation. 
For a time this was thought to 
havs settled the matter but by the 
end of the meeting in the 
court 


house the agreement was called off. 
Asked what solution would be mad? 
of the matter State Chairman David 
Lawrence said, "there will be a new 
election. Both sides have agreed to 


this.. Proxies will be voted only by 
people from the precinct in which 
the proxy originates." 


Apparently there was not unani- 
mity in such an agreement for fol- 
lowing the meeting a 
group of 


Hanna adherents surrounded Chair- 
man Lawrence and wanted to know 
v;hy the necessity of another elec- 
tion. 
"For the purpose of getting the 
matter settled" said Lawrence. "If 
the Executive Committee should 
drop the matter and thus recognize 
Hanna there would be feeling by the 
anti-Hanna people. If they declared 
Meehan elected there would be feel- 
ing by the Hanna people. The logical 
thing to do is hold another election." 


Attorney Clarence A. Patterson 


questioned the right of the State

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 13.— 


An urgent appeal for the mobiliza- 
tion of public opinion behind ef- 
forts to save the civil service from 
destruction at the hands of spoils- 
men is contained in a full-page edi- 
torial In the current issue of the 
Federal Employee, official magazine 
of the National Federation of Fed- 
eral employees. 


The editorial, calling for Nation- 


wide support in the task of pre- 
serving the merit system, declares 
that the civil service is confronted 
with the greatest crisis in its more 
than half-century career. 


"On every front," the National 


Federation 
Employees' 
editorial 


statement asserts, "the spoilsmen 
are pushing forward. 
. . . The 


hordes of job-seekers are being ac- 
commodated. Thousands are being 
placed, or already have been placed. 
It is fallacious to assume that the 
drive of the spoilsmen has been 


successful only in the new Federal 
agencies. The pressure for jobs—a 
pressure which has increased rather 
than diminished—and the attitude 
of cynical indifference assumed in 
high places with respect to the Civil 
Service, has made the situation more 
critical with the passage of time." 


Aim- To Preserve Merit System 
Pointing out that an overwhelm- 


ing majority of the newspapers of 
the Nation have taken a position 
in strong support of the merit sys- 
tem, 
the National Federation of 


Federal 
employees 
.asserts 
that 


"there is a growing public convic- 
tion of the monstrous condition 
which has arise through a brazen 
resumption of practices thought dis- 
carded more than fifty years ago." 


Much must be done, however, the 


editorial declares, "to preserve the 
merit system and to render impos- 
sible in the future defilement of the 
temple of good government by 
spoilsmen bent simply and solely 
upon holding a job, regardless of 
qualification." 


The happenings of the past year, 


and, indeed, of the past month, the 
National Federation organ asserts, 
"should serve as substantial proof 
that the merit system is far from 
Impregnable."

ANSWERS CANAL BOOSTER. 


Auguts 11, 1934. 


Editor, New Castle News. 


Dear Sir:—When I wrote to The 


News several days ago, it was not 
that I wished an altercation nor had 
I the desire for any personalities 
when I mentioned a few facts rela- 
tive to the "so-called slack water- 
way." Neither was it my idea, be- 
ing a railroad man (Mr. F. G. Pee- 
bles made certain to ascertain this 
fact) to act solely in defense of the 
railroads. 


If these so-called canal advocates 


are really familiar with the cost, up- 
keep and taxation of such a project, 
they either will not or do not make 
such facts known. My idea was to give 
many people who have no interest 
in transportation facilities and who 
accept the things said in favor of a 
canal at their face value, some idea 
as to the cost of such a project to 
the taxpayers. 


You will pardon me, Mr. Peebles, 


if I admit you have me at a decided 
disadvantage. 
Neither your name 


nor occupation seem, to register and 
I do not have access to a city di- 
rectory at my home: However, that 
is beside the point at issue. 


I am. glad to know for a certainty 


just who it was who "sold" the so- 
called "slack water" idea to the Hon. 
J. H. Swick. I would like to sug- 
gest to Mr. Peebles, when I look at 
our two fine postofflces, "please do 
not pat yourself too hard on the 
back for salesmanship ability!" I 
wonder, too, if it was Mr. Peebles 
who "sold" the idea of "having any 
one over 12 years of age" sign the 
petition favoring the canal, because, 
eventually, they would have it to 
pay for. 


Neither did I know that the canal 


had filed a. tariff, quoting their rate 
on coal at 38 cents per ton. To mt, 
this statement seems just a little 
premature! 
Friends, if you take 


our share ol the ten million addi- 
tional dollars it will cost Beaver and 
Lawrence 
counties 
to 
relocate 


bridges, highways and to pay prop- 
erty damages, and put it on inter- 
est and allow this interest to be paid 
lo the railroads for their upkeep, I 
feel positive they could deliver coal 
for 38 cents a ton, also. 


Through 
the 
courtesy of this 


"Open Forum" I shall state some 
facts which should prove to Mr. 
Peebles that I am not misinformed 
on many facts relative to- water- 
ways. I shall now quote you from 
the flies of the Pittsburgh Press in 
regard to locks. "Year 1895. A free 
river' was the goal of boat operators. 
July 2, 1897—Boat owners and oth- 
ers were in a happy frame of mind 
over the abolishment of tolls on the 
Monongahela river. July 16, 1897— 
A-monster marine parade celebrated 
the freeing of the river. Thousands 
watched the parade of 33 steamboats 
and many small craft. The Monon- 
gahela Navigation Co. (lock own- 
ers) were : paid $1,601,000 for their 
rights." 


As for the $630,000 estimated for 


the 
yearly maintenance 
of 
the 


"Youngstown canal", I merely have 
quoted what I read in our news- 
papers. 
And yet this sum seems 


small when you realize that the 
Ohio river system gets an annual 
free gift of $11,000,000 for its main- 
tenance. 
Take New York state's canal sys- 


tem with its 64 terminals. . Forty- 
nine of these terminals have handled 
no freight for years—and a canal 
is a canal in any state. 


To quote Dr. Harold G. Moulton 


of the Brookings Institute, in re- 
gards to the St. Lawrence water- 
way, it would cost the taxpayers $2 
to save the shippers 83 cents per ton. 
And a waterway Is still a waterway. 


Take the city of Rock Island, 


which voted a $380,000 bond issue for 
a terminal for the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation. Their gross reve- 
nue for the year 1931 was $1,718 
against $29,215 in fixed charges. In 
1932, their gross revenue was $1,228 
against $55,471 paid in fixed charges. 


Mr. Taxpayer, I ask you, does It 


seem waterways 
are what some 


would have you believe? To listen 
to some of these self-styled "yes 
men", all we need is a canal,-to con- 
vert Lawrence county into a verit- 
able .industrial center! 
It would 


seem the county could not hold all 
the industries that will flock to our 
doors! And I would like to leave 
this question with you for due con- 
sideration, "If a canal would prove 
such a boon to the coal, iron and 
steel Industries, why have these in- 
dustries, themselves, not construct- 
ed a canal long before this?" It is 
no secret that these very same in- 
dustries have constructed private 
railroads! 


In regard, Mr. Peebles, to my city 


property, tax, I feel that this is, and 
should be, a. private matter between 
the ctiy of New Castle and myself! 
What they have seen fit, to assess 
me, I have paid up to date. How 
about you? -Through no fault of 
my own I did not inherit a building 
on Washington street. But through 
my own efforts T. procured a Job, 
kept it, and have maintained a 
home over a period of years. 
In 


closing, I shall ask you this ques- 
tion, Do you yourself think, or are 
you trying to "sell" the public, Mr. 
Peebles, the Idea that city and 
school taxes are the only form of 
taxation levied upon us mortals? 
If the latter be true, I would sug- 
gest that you owe an apology to the 
intelligence of the people of this 
community.

New Record For 


Summer School 


Over 250 Degrees Conferred 


At Summer Term At 


Penn State 


(Special To The News) 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Aug. 13. 


Twenty-five per cent more degrees 
were conferred at the summer ses- 
sion of the Pennsylvania State col- 
lege this year than at any previous 
August graduation here, compara- 
tive figures supplied today by Wil- 
liam 3. Hoffman, registrar, revealed. 


A total of 259 bachelor's, master's 


and doctor's degrees were conferred 
at the 1934 summer session com- 
mencement. The year before, only 
198 degrees were conferred. 
The 


highest number, previous to the 
present year, was 206, in 1932. 


Not only was the total at a new 


record, but a record was established 
for each of the separate classes of 
degrees. 
The previous high for 


baccalaureate degrees was 135, es- 
tablished in 1932. One hundred and 
fifty 
baccalaureate degrees were 


conferred this year. 
Seventy-five 


master's degrees, a previous high, 
were conferred in 1933. Ninety-six 
were conferred this year. 


As many doctor's degrees were 


granted this summer as in- the pre- 
vious three summers. Thirteen was 
the record for 1934. In 1932, seven 
doctorates were granted. In 1933 
there was four, and in 1931 two.

Over 250 Degree* Conferred

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Aug. 13. 
Twenty-five per cent more degrees 
were conferred at the summ er ses­ 
sion of the Pennsylvania State col­ 
lege this year th an at any previous 
August graduation here, com para­ 
tive figures supplied today by W il­ 
liam S. Hoffman, registrar, revealed. 
A total of 259 bachelor’s, m aster’s 
and doctor’s degrees were conferred 
at the 1934 sum m er session com - 1 
m encement. 
The year before, only 
198 degrees were conferred. 
The 
highest num ber, previous to 
the j 
present year, was 206, in 1932. 
Not only was the total at a new 
record, but a record was established j 
for each of the separate classes of 
degrees.

I am glad to know for a certainty 


just who it was who "sold" the so- 
called "slack water" idea to the Hon.

The Monon- 
gahela Navigation Co. (lock own- 
ers) were : paid $1,601,000 lor their 
rights." 


As for the $630,000 estimated for 


the 
yearly maintenance of 
the 


"Youngstown canal", I merely have 
quoted what I read in our news- 
papers. 
And yet this sum seems 


small when you realize that the 
Ohio river system gets an annual 
free gift of $11,000,000 for its main- 
tenance. 


Take New York state's canal sys- 


tem with its 64 terminals. Forty- 
nine of these terminals have handled 
no freight for years—and a canal 
is a canal in any state. 


To quote Dr. Harold G. Moulton 


of the Brookings Institute, in re- 
gards to the St. Lawrence water- 
way, it would cost the taxpayers $2 
to save the shippers 83 cents per ton. 
And a waterway is still a waterway. 


Take the city of Rock Island, 


which voted a $380,000 bond issue for 
a terminal for the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation. Their gross reve- 
nue for the year 1931 was $1,718 
against $29,215 in fixed charges. In 
1932, their gross revenue was $1,228 
against $55,471 paid in fixed charges.

Over 250 Degrees Conferred 


At Summer Term At 


Penn State 


(Special To The News) 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa.. Aug. 13. 


Twenty-five per cent more degrees 
were conferred at the summer ses- 
sion of the Pennsylvania State col- 
lege this year than at any previous 
August graduation here, compara- 
tive figures supplied today by Wil- 
liam S. Hoffman, registrar, revealed. 


A total of 259 bachelor's, master's 


and doctor's degrees were conferred 
at the 1934 summer session com- 
mencement. The year before, only 
198 degrees were conferred. 
The 
highest number, previous to the 
present year, was 206, in 1932. 


Not only was the total at a new 


record, but a record was established 
for each of the separate classes of 
degrees. 
The previous high for 


baccalaureate degrees was 135, es- 
tablished in 1932. One hundred and 
fifty 
baccalaureate degrees were 


conferred this year. Seventy-five 
master's degrees, a previous high, 
were conferred in 1933. Ninety-six 
were conferred this year.
